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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This Office Action has been issued in response to amendment filed 18 March 

2009. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-44 remain pending and are ready for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-44 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach the combination including the limitation of: 

(Claim 1) "...wherein the size of data elements in memory, as specified by the 
first single instruction, is separate and independent from the size of data elements in the 
at least one general purpose register, as specified by the first single instruction."; 

(Claim 30) "...wherein the size of data elements in memory, as specified by the 
first single instruction, is separate and independent from the size of data elements in the 
at least one general purpose register, as specified by the first single instruction."; 

(Claim 41) "...wherein the size of data elements in memory, as specified by the 
first single instruction, is separate and independent from the size of data elements in the 
at least one general purpose register, as specified by the first single instruction."; 

As dependent claims 2-29, 31-40, and 42-44 depend from an allowable base 
claim; they are at least allowable for the same reasons as noted supra. 
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Support for the limitation noted supra is at least found in Applicant's specification 
page 12 lines 1-18 as well as the examples shown in Applicant's specification on pages 
32 and 38. Additional areas of support for such limitation is shown by example through 
the drawing figures as referenced in Applicant's arguments filed 18 June 2008. 

The prior art made of record, Yoshida et al (U.S. 5,475,852), Chung et al (U.S. 
6,950,922), and Paver et al (U.S. 6,986,023), neither anticipates nor renders obvious 
the above-recited combinations for at least the reasons specified and as shown in 
Applicant's Arguments filed 19 December 2007.
